Local aviation 
museum set to 
spread its wings 


Alberta Flying Heritage 
Museum. Plan calls to 
move part of collection 
to new Villeneuve site

Faced with the impending 
closure of the City Centre 
Airport, the Alberta Aviation 
Museum has announced 
plans to split its collection 
and open a brand-new mu¬ 
seum. 

With just under two 
weeks to go before the air¬ 
port’s last runway closes, the 
new museum, which will be 
housed at a 13-acre site at the 
Villeneuve Airport, was an¬ 
nounced this weekend. 

Tom Hinderlcs, executive 


director of the current mu¬ 
seum, said the airport’s clos¬ 
ure forced them to expand. 

“We basically had two op¬ 
tions and it was either cut 
back the collection, cut back 
operations and dispose of 
artifacts or take a different 
point of view and push for¬ 
ward,” he said. 

Hinderlcs said the new 
museum, called the Alberta 
Flying Heritage Museum, 
will be much more inter¬ 
active than the current one. 

“There will be more air¬ 
craft that you can get into, 
that children will be able to 
get into,” he said. 

The current museum will 
remain in place, Hinderlcs 
made clear, but will operate 
more as a traditional mu¬ 
seum and will focus specific¬ 
ally on Edmonton’s aviation 
history. 

Hinderlcs said having the 


land and a building is a great 
start, but they will need a lot 
more to build a fully func¬ 
tioning museum. 

“That leaves $10 million 
we need to come up with 
over the next number of 
years, as we create the site 
and expand the collection,” 
he said. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
it was good to hear the mu¬ 
seum has a plan for the fu¬ 
ture and he believes it will 
thrive as people move into 
the area. 

“You are going to see 
people who want to under¬ 
stand more about where the 
Blatchford name came from 
and the history behind it,” 
he said. 

He hoped the city could 
be involved somehow in 
helping with the move, but 
he was unsure of what form 
that might take.

Many walk by thinking it’s a 
utility shed, but behind the 
doors of a small structure 


in the west end of Edmon¬ 
ton lies the city’s Cold War 
secret. 

Built in 1954, a bunker 
was built three feet under¬ 
ground, once functional sev¬ 
en days a week with a con¬ 
trol centre above ground. 

“It was believed that if 
the City of Edmonton were 
to get bombed that it would 
be in downtown ... so by the 
time the shock would have 
got over to the west end, it 
would be dissipating and 
this would basically be a 
safe zone,” said Fred Arm- 


bruster, executive director 
of Edmonton Civil Defense 
Museum. 

The bunker was designed 
to hold 36 people, but never 
held any occupants other 
than the staff that worked 
in the control centre, who 
would often practice in case 
of an emergency, said Arm- 
bruster. 

The bunker was sealed up 
in the 1970s, but local mu¬ 
seum officials are currently 
restoring the bunker so it 
can be reopened in the sum¬ 
mer of 2015.

A former priest who this 
week is to face 76 sex charges 
involving Inuit children may 
have been tried years ago but 
for a quiet nod from Canada 
that allowed him to leave the 
countiy, says a church leader. 
Georges Vervust is the top 
official with the Belgian Ob- 
lates, an order of Catholic 
priests that sent Eric Dejae¬ 
ger to several communities in 
what is now Nunavut. 

Vervust sheds light on 
questions that have troubled 
Dejaeger’s alleged victims for 
nearly a decade: How was a 
man facing child-abuse char¬ 
ges allowed to leave the coun¬ 
tiy days before his trial? And 
why did it take so long for 
him to be returned? 

“What I have heard is that 
he got advice from people 
from the Justice Depart¬ 
ment, off the record, that he 
should leave,” Vervust said 
in a Belgian documentaiy. 
Dejaeger’s trial, beginning 
Monday, includes allegations 
from Feb. 19, 1995, when he 
was originally charged with 
three counts of indecent as¬ 
sault and three counts of 
buggeiy, a charge no longer 
in the Criminal Code. They 
relate to his time as a priest

in the community of Igloolilc 
between 1978 and 1982. 

Dejaeger has pleaded not 
guilty and will be tried by 
judge alone. There was no 
preliminaiy hearing in the 
case, as the accused waived 
his right to one. 

The disgraced priest was 
able to live quietly in Ob¬ 
late communities in France 
and Belgium until he was 
returned in early 2011.

Mulroney cabinet 
documents reveal 
struggle with 
abortion law 

Recently declassified 
federal cabinet documents 
show Canada could have 
been a veiy different place 
for women seeking abor¬ 
tions and the doctors who 
provide them if then-prime- 
minister Brian Mulroney 
had bent to the wishes of 
some cabinet heavyweights. 

The minutes of cabinet 
meetings, sealed for 20 


years and obtained under 
the Access to Information 
Act, open a window on the 
tensions between ministers 
who wanted abortion out¬ 
lawed — indeed punishable 
by up to 10 years in prison 
for those who performed 
the procedure — and those 
who wanted a far greater 
latitude on a woman’s right 
to choose. 

It was the Senate in 1991 
that killed the best com¬ 
promise Parliament could 
come up with, resulting 
in the legal vacuum most 
Canadians have by now ac¬ 
cepted.

Sylvie Therrien now lives at 
a friend’s house because she 
can’t afford to pay rent after 


being fired from the federal 
public service. 

Therrien was sacked for 
revealing there are quotas 
— $35,000 to $40,000 in 
clawed-baclc benefits each 
month — imposed on every 
public servant investigat¬ 
ing employment-insurance 
fraud. 

Therrien said she had no 
other choice but to turn to 
the media after she tried 


to raise the issue internally 
and was rebuffed. 

She says the law de¬ 
signed to protect her, as a 
whistleblower, should have 
meant congratulations, if 
not money. But Therrien 
never had faith in that law, 
she said. 

Canada’s whistleblower 
law, enacted by Prime Min¬ 
ister Harper’s government 
in 2007, has done nothing 


to help people who raise 
red flags, critics say. 

And the law, which is 
supposed to be re-examined 
every five years, is well past 
the due date for a review, 
the federal integrity com¬ 
missioner Mario Dion says. 
Allan Cutler, a whistleblow¬ 
er during the sponsorship 
scandal, said the law has 
done nothing to help.

They want 
people to talk frankly — but 
anonymously — about their 
porn preferences to help a 
historic study into its effect 
on relationships. 



“We know that a lot of 
people are consuming por¬ 
nography, both men and 
women,” said Taylor Kohut, 
research assistant in the 
department of psychology. 
“We’ve known this for quite 
some time, although specific 
numbers are hard to pin 
down.

people think this is affect¬ 
ing their relationships in dif¬ 
ferent ways. What we don’t 
know is why or how.” 

There has been research 
into porn and sexual behav¬ 
iour for more than 40 years, 
said Kohut, but no definitive 
study during the Internet age.

Watching television on the 
Internet is cheap and con¬ 
venient, but so far only a 
small number of Canadians 
have cut the cord on trad¬ 
itional viewing as TV provid¬ 
ers offer discount prices and 
spend more on programs to 
keep customers who pay big¬ 
ger monthly bills. 

The death of traditional 
TV watching has been over¬ 
blown so far, say analysts 
who track viewing habits.

come,” said Brahm Eiley of 
the Convergence Consulting 
Group in Toronto. 

It’s slow moving, with 
about 400,000 TV subscribers 
— 3.5 per cent — out of 11.8 
million who have cut the 
cord since 2011, Eiley said, 
adding cord cutting started 
after the arrival of online 
subscription service Netflix 
in late 2010. 


“TV is not dead,” Eiley 
said. 

Canadians watch about 
28 hours of TV a week and 
another three hours on the 
Internet, according to the 
Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications 
Commission. 

But the movement to on¬ 
line viewing can’t be ignored 
because it has a cost for TV 
providers. The average rev¬ 
enue that a TV customer gen¬ 
erates is $65 monthly, com¬ 
pared with almost $45 for an 
Internet customer, Eiley said. 

TV providers are fight¬ 
ing to keep every subscriber 
and Bell’s Fibe TV has been 
leading the way with ag¬ 
gressive promotions noted 
by competitors Rogers and 
Videotron, which have lost 
customers in the intensely 
competitive environment.

Irish filling skill gaps in Canada 


Western Canadian construction 
companies that are struggling 
to hire highly skilled workers 
will be offering jobs to almost 
500 skilled Irish trades people, 
following a recruitment drive 
in Dublin and Belfast. 

The job fairs were organized 
by the B.C. Construction As¬ 
sociation and drew about 800 
people in Belfast on Oct. 31 and 
about 2,000 others in Dublin on 
Nov. 2, said Abigail Fulton, vice- 
president of the B.C. Construc¬ 
tion Association. 

Looking to hire were 28 


companies mostly from B.C. 
and Saskatchewan, although 
two came from Alberta, added 
Fulton. A college and two con¬ 
struction associations also set 
up booths at the event. 

“These are highly skilled 
positions, in specific trades 
where there are critical short¬ 
ages, and these people, for the 
most part, particularly in B.C., 
are coming in as permanent 
residents,” said Fulton. 

The B.C. government has 
predicted there will be more 
than one million job openings 


in the province over the next 
decade, and more than 153,000 
of those will be among trades, 
transport, equipment operators 
and related occupations. 

But there is also an immedi¬ 
ate need for workers and Ire¬ 
land appears to have a surplus, 
especially after its economy 
crashed in 2008. In fact, Fulton 
has said previously that one 
job fair last year drew 20,000 
people. 

Employers attending this 
year’s job fairs were looking for 
skilled workers like heavy-duty 


mechanics and metal fabrica¬ 
tors, said Fulton, and she ex¬ 
pects there’ll be about 484 job 
offers — and half of those will 
be made by employers subject 
to collective agreements. 

“This is not just a case (of), 
you know, low-wages ... jobs.” 

Many of the recruits will be 
coming to Canada under Brit¬ 
ish Columbia’s provincial nom¬ 
inee program, which allows 
the province to bring in im¬ 
migrants and their families on 
a permanent basis, she added.

12 Years A Slave. 
Descendants of the 
real-life Samuel Bass 
learn of their ancestor 


A Canadian connection to the 
harrowing film 12 Years a Slave 
has the real-life descendants 
of one courageous character 
beaming with pride. 

The unflinching big screen 
account of slaveiy in the Deep 
South — already considered a 
frontrunner for awards season 
gloiy — is based on the true 
stoiy of Solomon Northup, a 
free black man lured from his 
home in Saratoga Springs, N.Y., 
in 1841 and sold into slaveiy. 

Played in the film by Chi- 
wetel Ejiofor, Northup ends 
up forced to toil on a series of 
punishing Louisiana planta¬ 
tions where he’s stripped of his 
papers, freedom and even his 
name. 


His torment ends only after 
a chance encounter with an en¬ 
lightened Canadian carpenter, 
Samuel Bass, played by Brad 
Pitt, who agrees to help him 
contact friends who can vouch 
for his identity. 

Pitt’s character is based on 
a real-life figure from Ontario’s 
Augusta Township, and 160 
years later, his descendants 
say they are amazed to learn 
of their forefather’s brave re¬ 
sponse to a man in need. 

“The movie is about Solo¬ 
mon Northup, right? But we 
would never have heard of him, 
I guess, if he hadn’t met my 
great great great great grand¬ 
father,” says 50-year-old Ken- 
ora, Ont., resident Laurie Mor¬ 
ris, whose mother is descended 
from Bass’s second daughter 
Hannah. “For the Canadian 
side of things, it shows we’re 
good people. I just imagine be¬ 
ing down there and being the 
only Canadian with an opinion 
like that.” 


Morris and other descend¬ 
ants say they are only now 
discovering details about Bass, 
who left Canada sometime 
around 1840 and took on a ser¬ 
ies of carpentry jobs through¬ 
out the United States. 

It turns out that other as¬ 
pects of his life were not so hon¬ 
ourable — census records show 
he left behind a wife, Catherine 
Lydia Lane, and four daughters: 
Catherine, Hannah, Martha 
Maria and Zeruah Bass, says 
Bonnie Gaylord of the Grenville 
County Historical Society in 
Prescott, Ont. 

Morris’ 75-year-old mother 
says that could be why she had 
never heard of Samuel Bass 
until 12 Years a Slave. 

“He wasn’t talked about in 
our family. I guess it was be¬ 
cause he was never around,” 
says Rae Moulton Todd of Pres¬ 
cott, located about 100 kilo¬ 
metres south of Ottawa, near 
the original Bass family farm.

Pot Stickers have a sweet side 



1. Preheat oven to 375 F. 

2. Line a 10-inch tart pan 
with pastiy. Arrange grapes 
snugly in decorative rings in 
pastry. 

3. In an electric mixer com¬ 
bine almond paste, egg, sug¬ 
ar, butter, flour, and salt until 
smooth to create frangipane.

4. Carefully spread over ar¬ 
ranged grapes and bake for 
35 minutes, until the tart is 
golden brown and cooked 
through.

Typically, pot stickers are won- 
ton wrappers filled with pork 
or shrimp, crisped up in a 
pan, steamed, re-crisped, then 
served with a dipping sauce. 

These Bluebeny Pot Stick¬ 
ers take the savoury bites and 
turn them into a sweet snack. 

1. In blender, combine 1 cup 
of blueberries, the yogurt, 
orange liqueur (if using), 1 
tablespoon of the sugar, and 2 
teaspoons of the lemon juice. 
Puree until veiy smooth, then 
set aside. 

2. In bowl, toss heaping cup 
of remaining blueberries with 
remaining tablespoon of sug¬ 
ar and 2 teaspoons of lemon 
juice. 

3. Spread out 4 wonton wrap¬ 
pers on work surface, keeping 
rest covered with plastic wrap. 
Place small mound of sugared 
blueberries in centre of each. 

4. To form dumplings, brush 
the edges of wrappers with 
water. You can use a pastiy 
brush, but it’s also easy to just 
dunk your finger in a glass 
of water and rub it along the 
edges of the wrappers. 

5. Lift 2 opposite sides of each 
wrapper up and press togeth¬ 
er above centre of bluebeny 


mound. Bring other two op¬ 
posite sides up and press them 
together. This should form a 
little box with blueberries in¬ 
side. Pinch wrapper together 
veiy tightly at seams to make 
sure they are well sealed. Re¬ 
peat with the remaining blue¬ 
berries and wrappers. 


6. In a large nonstick skil¬ 
let over medium, heat the oil 
until hot. Arrange the wonton 
packages, seam sides up, in the 
skillet. Cook until the bottoms 
are golden, about 1 to 2 min¬ 
utes. Add 1/2 cup water, reduce 
the heat to low, cover the skil¬ 
let, and cook for 5 minutes. At 


this point the wonton wrap¬ 
pers should look somewhat 
translucent and cooked. If they 
don’t, add a little more water 
and steam for 2 minutes. 

7. Remove the lid and con¬ 
tinue to cook until the water 
has completely evaporated 
and the bottoms of the pot 
stickers are crisp and golden. 
Gently loosen the pot stickers 
and divide between 4 dessert 
plates. Sprinkle lightly with 
powdered sugar and top each 
plate with a small scoop of 
frozen yogurt. Garnish with 
the remaining blueberries and

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Is it loopy to keep cursive in class? 


Put down your 
pencils. As cursive 
writing loses steam in 
schools across North 
America, experts 
way in on the pros 
and cons of a former 
classroom staple 


The swirling lines from Lin¬ 
den Bateman’s pen have been 
conscripted into a national 
fight to keep cursive writing 
in the classroom. 

In years gone by, cursive 
helped distinguish the liter¬ 
ate from the illiterate. 

But now, in the digital age, 
people are increasingly com¬ 
municating by computer and 
smartphone. No handwritten 
signature necessaiy. 

Call it a sign of the times. 
When the new Common Core 
educational standards were 
crafted in the U.S., penman¬ 
ship classes were dropped. 
But at least seven of the 45 
states that adopted the stan¬ 
dards are fighting to restore 
the cursive instruction. 

The argument for cursive 

Bateman, a 72-year-old state 
representative from Idaho, 
says cursive conveys intel¬ 
ligence and grace, engages 
creativity and builds brain 
cells. 

“Modern research indi¬ 
cates that more areas of the 
human brain are engaged 
when children use cursive 
handwriting than when they 
keyboard,” said Bateman, 
who handwrites 125 ornate 
letters each year. “We’re not 
thinking this through. It’s be¬ 
yond belief to me that states 
have allowed cursive to slip 
from the standards.” 

Why was it dropped? 


U.S. state leaders who de¬ 
veloped the Common Core — 
a set of preferred K-12 course 
offerings for public schools 
— omitted cursive for a host 
of reasons, including an in¬ 
creasing need for children 
in a digital-heavy age to mas¬ 
ter computer keyboarding 
and evidence that even most 
adults use some hybrid of 
classic cursive and print in 
everyday life. 

“If you just stop and think 
for a second about what are 
the sorts of skills that people 
are likely to be using in the 
future, it’s much more likely 
that keyboarding will help 
students succeed in careers 
and in school than it is that 
cursive will,” said Morgan Po- 
lilcoff, an assistant professor 
of K-12 policy and leadership 
at the University of Southern 
California. 

The movement to have 
cursive restored 


U.S. states that adopted Com¬ 
mon Core aren’t precluded 
from deviating from the stan¬ 
dards. But in the world of 
education, where classroom 
time is limited and perform¬ 
ance stakes are high, optional 
offerings tend to get sidelined 
in favour of what’s required. 

That’s why at least seven 
states — California, Idaho, In¬ 
diana, Kansas, Massachusetts, 
North Carolina and Utah — 
have moved to keep the cur¬ 
sive requirement. Legislation 
passed in North Carolina and 
elsewhere couples cursive 
with memorization of multi¬ 
plication tables as twin “back 
to basics” mandates. 

Cursive advocates cite re¬ 
cent brain science that indi¬ 
cates the fluid motion em¬ 
ployed when writing script 
enhances hand-eye co-ordin¬ 
ation and develops fine mo¬ 
tor skills, in turn promoting 
reading, writing and cogni¬ 
tion skills. 


They further argue that 
scholars of the future will 
lose the ability to interpret 
valuable cultural resources 
— historical documents, an¬ 
cestors’ letters and journals, 


What are the implications? 


Adults unable to write 
cursive might think back to 
the experiences of Jacob 
Lew when President Barack 
Obama nominated him as 
treasury secretary in 2013. 


• As treasury secretary, 
Lew's signature would be 
on U.S. currency. But that 
signature looked more 


handwritten scholarship — 
if they can’t read cursive. If 
they can’t write it, how will 
they communicate from un¬ 
wired settings like summer 
camp or the battlefield? 

“The Constitution of the 
United States is written in 
cursive. Think about that,” 
Bateman said. 

What do the students and 
teachers think? 

All the fuss seems a bit loopy 
to certain members of gens 
X, Y and Z — which have 
diverged increasingly from 
handwriting to computers.

“It can be 
something large, like sustain¬ 
ability, and they already have 
the right mindset because 
these problems aren’t owned 
by one area of study.”

Most people facing adversity 
feel as if they received the 
short end of the stick. “Poor 
me!” they tell themselves. 

A great deal of grit and 
determination are needed 
to overcome adversity, two 
aspects inaccessible to those 
feeling victimized. 

The simplest way to 
eliminate such feelings is 
to put them in perspec¬ 
tive. When witnessing real 


adversity, consciously lock 
it into memoiy and recall it 
as a standard with which to 
compare your own. In this 
context, you can turn your 
“mountain” of adversity 
into a “molehill.” 

The Gobi race took place 
in a predominantly Muslim 
region of China, where the 
Chinese government was 
implementing an aggres¬ 
sive “integration” agenda 
overtly suppressing the 
local way of life.

The Saskatchewan Rough- 
riders made the Regina organ¬ 
izing committee and their fans 
happy Sunday with a 35-13 
upset of the Calgaiy Stamped- 
ers in the West Division final. 

Chants of “Henry, Henry” 
rang out in the visitors’ locker 
room at McMahon Stadium. Sas¬ 
katchewan will face the Hamil¬ 
ton Tiger-Cats and quarterback 
Henry Burris in the Grey Cup at 
Mosaic Stadium. 

The Roughriders will at¬ 
tempt to become the third 
host team in a row to win the 
CFL’s championship trophy. 
The Argonauts beat Calgaiy in 
Toronto last year to take the 
Cup and the B.C. Lions won it 
in Vancouver in 2011. 

“That’s another part of the 
storyline, but for us, it’s about 
having a Grey Cup at home,” 
Roughriders quarterback 
Darian Durant said. “We know 
how hard it is to come to Mo¬ 
saic for opposing teams. To 
have (40,000) or 45,000 Rider 
fans, it’s going to be great.” 

The Ticats punched their 
ticket to this year’s Grey Cup 
with a 36-24 win over the Argos 
in the East final earlier Sunday.

Peeking over his shiny cham¬ 
pionship belt, Georges St-Pierre 
looked anything but a winner 
at the UFC 167 post-fight news 
conference. 

His battered face looked like 
he had been in a car crash. 

Perhaps more wonying was 
the hidden hurt inside. 

Moments after winning a 
controversial, razor-thin split 
decision over No. 1 contender 
Johny (Bigg Rigg) Hendricks on 
Saturday night, the battered 
UFC welterweight champion 
hinted at retirement in ciyp- 
tic post-fight comments in the 
cage — citing unexplained 
personal issues and the need 



to step away — before being 
transported to hospital. 

When he returned to the 
MGM Grand Garden Arena 
midway through the post-fight 
news conference, the Canadian 
poured gasoline on the fire. 


“I can’t sleep at night now. 
I’m going crazy.” he said. “I have 
issues. I need to relax. I need to 
get out for a while. I don’t know 
what I’m going to do.” 

He declined to detail the 
issues. UFC president Dana 
White, after meeting privately 
with the 32-year-old from Mont¬ 
real, said St-Pierre’s personal 
problems “aren’t as bad as he 
thinks they are.” 

For White, it was a night¬ 
mare finale to a card billed as a 
celebration of the UFC’s 20-year 
anniversaiy. 

White was irate that two of 
the three judges had scored the 
fight 48-47 for the champion, 
giving him three of the five 
rounds and a split decision. And 
then he heard his pay-per-view 
king say out of the blue that 
he was walking away from the 
sport — for how long, nobody
